Bristow, who has had placed at bis 
disposal by the Postmaster General, 
every resource of the department, in- 
cinding the services of Mr. Robb,' 
whom you detailed from the depart- 
ment of justice, to the postoffice de- 
partment, immediately after the re- 
moral of Mr. Truer. 


"As a result of this investigation, a 


ntnnber of indictments have already- 
been had, and it is probable that other 
indictments wta hereafter be asked 
for. 


"There can be no greater offense 


against the government than a breach 
of trust on the part of a public official 
or the dishonest management of his 
office, and. of course, every effort must 
be exerted to bring such offenders to 
punishment by the utmost rigor of the 


law. 
The district attorney's office, 


of the District of Columbia, has faith- 
fully and zealously seconded the 
ef-' 


facts of the postoffice department in 
thfs matter, but the amount of worfe 
in the office is such as to make it dif- 
ficult, without neglecting other im- 
portant public duties, to devote, all the- 
time necessary to the prosecution of 
th^a cases. I suggest therefore, that 
if yoa cannot detail some of your pres-
